DEATH WAS INSTANTANEOUS. 


Mrs. Dubois Looked Out of the Win- 
dow and Saw the Dead Man 
Leaning Against a 
Fence. 


The body of a man, supposed to be Wil- 
liam G. Koesch, was discovered Monday 
morning at 7 o’clock in the alley back of 
5207 Vernon avenue. 

The man had seated himself on an ash- 
pile, and leaning for support against the 
back fence, had fired one bullet into the 
roof of his mouth. The fistol was still 
clasped in his right hand when the body 
was first noticed. 

Death must have been instantaneous, as 
Koesch never moved after firing the shot. 
The body sat as upright as that of a man 
in life, the head drooping just a trifle over 
his left shoulder. 

Mrs. P. I. Dubois of 6228 Page avenue 
discovered the body. She saw it from a 
window in her house, which is across the 
alley, a few doors west. The figure seemed 
to be alive, leaning indifferently against the 
fence, gazing at the procession of Page ave- 
nue street cars half a block away. A closed 
— lay on the ground at the man’s 
eet. 

He was well dressed and had on a gray 
overcoat. Mrs. Dubois thought it strange 
that anybody should sit so long on the

frozen ground and commented upon it to 
her family. 

A slight drizzle set in soon after 7 o'clock 
and still the man didn't move. Mrs. Du Bois 
became alarmed lest this man was hurt or 
ill, and when she sent her servant out a 
few minutes later she told her to go by the 
alley and see what was the mater with the 
siranger. 


The girl walked along the path through | 


the vacant lot at the east end of the alley. 
W hen 
she saw he was dead. Blood has trickled 
from the mouth and nose, staining his 
clothes and forming a little red spot in the 
ash-heap upon which he sat, 

The frightened girl ran back through the 
vacant lot and called to Conductor L. 
J. Galt of a Page avenue car, which 
chanced to be passing, that a man had 
shot himeelf and for Galt to notify the 
firat policeman he passed. 

The girl then ran west on Page avenue 
to Union boulevard, where she _ found 
Mounted Policemen Dolan and Healey. 
They galloped to the point indicated, and 
took charge of the body. 

While examining the spot and the effects 
of the dead man a crowd collected, and one 
of the bystanders stepped forward and said 
he thought he knew the dead man. 

The incomplete identification was made 
by William B. Colburn of 326 Minerva ave-

Dashed Into Another Train With Great 
Force. and, While No One Was 
Killed, Over Thirty Men 
Were Injured. 


DENVER, Colo., Dec, 20.—A wreck oc- 
curred early last night two miles north 
of Castle Rock, Colo., on the Rio Grande 
road, in which thirty-three men were in- 
jured, none fatally. The wreck was the 
result of a collision between a south-bound 
passenger train and a runaway chair car, 
which started from Castle Rock, having 
broken connection with the rest of the 
train. 

The car was not a part of the passenger 
train, but contained about fifty men, who 
had been employed in this vicinity lately, 
laying rails on the Rio Grande. In its two- 
mile dash it acquired great momentum, and 
when it collided with the engine of the 
south-bound freight the engine forced it- 
self half way through the car, smashing 
the frame of the car and the seats. Only 
a few are seriously injured. 

Seven of the track layers injured in the 
collision arrived in this city early this 
morning and were taken to their homes. 
They are Harry Myers, J. Olsen, Frank 
Wilson, J. Watson, Mike Murphy and Henry 
Custer. Their injuries consisted of bruises 
and sprains.

Great Britain Preparing to 
Grab Chinese Territory. 


RUSSIA OPENS THE WAY. 


EUROPE REGARDS THE PORT..AR-: 
THUR INCIDENT AS AW OC- 
OUPATION. 


BRITISH AT  WEI-HAI-WAI. 


Their Warships Will Be Permitted to 
Winter There by the Courtesy of 
Japan, Who Needs a Pow- 
erful Friend. 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—An unconfirmed re- 
port is current here that part of the Brit- 
ish Far Eastern squadron will. be sta- 
tioned at Wel-Hai-Wei this winter. If 
true this indicates that Great Britain is 
working in harmony with Japan. The lat- 
ter Power ‘still occupies Wei-Hai-Wel 
pending payment of the Chinese war in- 
demnity. 

The evening newspapers are much dis- 
turbed over the situation. 

“What do we get?” is the burden of their 
complaint, and they all insist upon the 
necessity for immediate action. 

The Globe says: Russia and Germany 


now have the two most important strate- 
gical positions in Northern China, and Great 
Brita.n, whose commercial interests there 
are ten times greater, must be content with 
the crumbs from the 8t. Petersburg and 
Berlin tables. 

The Pall Mall Gazette echoes the Stand- 
ard’s inquiry as to America’s attitude and 
says: Of course the partition of the coast 
which is bound to come will not be confined 
to Russia and Germany. Every naval State 
in the world is actively concerned in the 
disturbance of the ullibrium in the far 
East, Great Britain, France and Japan es- 
pecially. But the United States cannot_be 
taken as a quantity to be ignored. The 
tame acquiescence with which the seizures 
are made is fatal to our future. We may 
remark that we shall not be without sym- 
pathizers, as the Japanese will most joy- 
fully back any scheme to redress the bitter 
humiliation they have suffered at the hands 
of Russia. 

Advices received here from Paris show 
es France is awaiting Great Britain's ac- 
tion. 
Russia and Germany and occupies a sea- 
port, France will forthwith follow suit. 

A Paris correspondent says that the Rus- 
sian occupation of Port Arthur was con- 
nected with the visit there of the British 
warship Daphne a week ago. when, in spite 
of the protests of the Chinese, the Daphne 
entered the inner harbor, allegedly to as- 
certain whether there were Russian ships 
there. China complained of the incident 
to the representatives of the Powers at 
Pekin. 

The British Far Eastern squadron is said 
to be at Talicmoan and, according to the 
correspondent quoted, ig shortly expected 
at Port Arthur. 

The Cologne Gazette regards the occupa- 
tion as merely a continuance of the co- 
operation of Germany With Russia in East- 
ern Asia.

The rest of the family protested and said 
if anyone went the old man should be that

After midnight he left the house. At 2 
o’clock fire was discovered in the basement. 
An alarm was turned in and the fire/ex- 
tinguished. An hour later the blaze broke 
out afresh and another alarm was sounded. 
The damage to the house is $200 and to the 
contents about the same amount.

William Williams, familiarly known as 
“Billy” Williams, Chief of Detectives Des- 
mond’s former secretary, is the accredited 
agent of the committee, and during the 
past three days he has industriously vis-

Any member of the force who desired to. 
participate in these councils, and, inci- 
dentally, “cinch” their jobs, could do so 
for a trifling amount, contributed to the 
party monthly.

On the obverse side is printed the months 
of the year. A blank space is left at the 
end of the month for the amount of the 
contribution, which ts to be filled in by the 
secretary or the chairman of the committee 
or the “agent.””

Smock's mother, who was absent on account 
of sickness. The defendant and his wife 
were both present. There .are fifty-four 
men summoned and present to select the 
jury from.

The tragedy took place July 22. There was 
a church social in the park at Shelbina. 

“Among those present were’ Mr. and Mrs. 
M. L. Chaayront. Mrs. A. T. Smock and 
Miss Nellie Hopper, the latter a girl friend 
of Mrs. Smock’s. Towards 9 in the evening 
Mrs. Smock observed, she says, that Mr. 
Cheuvront was gazing at her, She requested 
Miss Hopper to accompany her to another 
portion of the park. Soon after Mr. Cheu- 
vront again appeared. Mrs. Smock then be- 
came uneasy and communicated her fears 
to her friend. The two decided to return 
home, and they hastily departed. It seems 
as they left Mr. Cheuvront decided on a 

ulet stroll and followed behind them. The 

mock residence was not far from the park, 
Mr. Cheuvront passed it on the other side 
of the street and continued his walk to the 
corner; then turned and retraced his steps, 
His friends assert that his presence near 
that lady was simply an inadvertence, and 
that he really did not know that they were 
ahead of him. Be that as it may, Mrs. Smock 
and Miss Hopper arrived home greatly agi- 
tated, and told Mr. Smock, who was at 
home, their experience. 

Smock ran into another room, got a pistol 
and rushed out into the street. He met 
Cheuvront slowly passing by, smoking a 
Cigar. The shooting then occured. Cheuvront 
did not die instantly, but was carried inte 
the house, and made the following ante- 
mortem statement: : 

“I was walking along the street west of 
Mr. S:nock’s residence. Suddenly Smock 
came out and struck me twice, Laocking 
me down. He accused me of having fol- 
lowed this wife. I told him I had not done 
anything of the kind. Then he shot at me 
twice and missed. The third shot hit me. 
I begged him not to shoot me, because I 
was innocent and had done no harm.” 

Oheuvront was well known and immense- 
ly popular in Shelby County. He .was 46 
years old, the. father of two boys and a 
man of domestic tendencies, Smock will be 
“in January. He has beep married about 
three years. His wife’s maiden name was 
Dollie Swift. She was quite a local belle 
before her marriage. She has taken up her 
husband's cause with energy and is spar- 
ing nothing to gccosipasn his acquittal. 
She has employed seven attorneys to look 
after his defense and is confident of a ver- 
dict in his behalf. 

The case came up for trial before Judge 
Ellison at Shelbyviile in October. There 
the defendant made appl'cation for a 
change of venue, on the ground of predu- 
dice of the inhabitants of Shelby Courity.

The Commissioner Decided to Rule the 
Evidence Out, Claiming to Have 
the Power of the Court 
Which Appointed Him. 


There was a sudden cessation of hostilities 
Monday morning in the proceedings brought 
by Attorney General Crow to vacate the 
charters of the trust companies, and an 
instant appeal was made 40 the Supreme 
Court by the attorneys of the companies 
to determine the power of the Special Com- 
missioner appointed by the court to hear 
the testimony. 

With the opening of the day’s hearing 
before Commissioner Lucas the trust com- 


panies announced they had witnesses pres- 
ent from Boston and New York who would 
give information concerning the practice 
and usages of trust companies in the East. 
The Attorney-General at once objected to 
the admission of such evidence, and an 
argument was made by his assistant, W. 
W. Grawes of Butler, to show the power 
of the Commissioner to exclude that or 
any other testimony was equal to that of the 
court itself. 

Judge McKeighan declared the companies 
‘laimed that no special power had bee: 
conferred upon the Commissioner in this 
case and that his duty was merely to take 
testimony, not to enter a judgment. 

Commissioner Lucas said he had no doubt 
as to the extent of his own powers and 
duties, but he would be glad to hear argu- 
ment upon the question of policy or cour- 
tesy or conven‘tence. He thought it might 
erhaps be advisable for him to receive 
mmaterjial or incompetent testimony for 
the information of the Supreme Court. 

Judge McGeighan declared the companies

powers usually had an exercised by trust 
companies.’’

Attorney-General Crow said the other side 
had drawn the stipulation conferring ex- 
traordinary upon the commissioner in this 
case, and they must abide by it. The com- 
missioner, he urged, was not a mere no- 
tary, but had ali the power of the Supreme 
Court in the admission and exclusion of 
testimony, ; 

At the close of the arguments Commis- 
efoner Lucas announced that he would ex- 
clude the proposed testimony. 

The attorneys for the Trust Companies 
then filed an appeal to the Supreme Court, 
which was granted, and the uestion of the 
Eastern expert testimony will be argued 
Tuesday morning before the Supreme Court 
at Jefferson City. 

The witnesses present to testify are: W. 
W. Jordan, Actuary of the American Loan 
and Trust Co., Boston; Frederick H. Park- 
er, State Bank and Trust Company. Exam- 
iner, New York, and Walter J. Britten, 
formerly Secretary of the Metropolitan

RATHER STARTLING ARGUMENT 
MADE BEFORE PRESBYTE- 
RIAN PREACHERS. 


A SCHOLARLY PRESBYTERIAN 


Pastor of Grace Chure& Instructs and 
Edifies His Brethren on a. 
Question of Biblical 
History.

Christ was crucified on Thursday and not 
on Friday, according to Rev. Dr. J. W. 
Shearer,. pastor of Grace Presbyterian 
Church. 

Dr. Shearer delivered an address at the 
meeting of the Presbyterian ministers Mon- 
day morning, arguing that the scriptures 
and astronomical phenomena demonstrated 
clearly that the crucifixion was on Thurs- 
day, March 29, A. D. 31. 

He was listened to with careful atten- 
tion, and when he concluded Rev. Dr. Pal- 
mer of Lafayette Park Presbyterian Church 
said he was convinced the contention was 
right. 

Dr. Ferguson of West Church thought Dr. 
Shearer had made a strong argument, but 


ne didn’t like the astronomical features 
of it 

None of the ministers present disputed the 
truth or logic of Dr. Shearer’s assertions, 

His argument begins with the agreed 
statements that Christ rose from the dead 
on Sunday, the first day of the week. This 
Sunday was the l7th day of the Jewish 
month, Nisan. The Paschal Lamb was to 
be sla.n on the l4th of Nisan. Paul states 
that Christ was our Passover. If so Dr. 
Shearer argues, the conclusion is that he 
was offered on the l4th of Nisan, fulfilling 
in time, as well as every other particular, 
the minutest incident connected with the 
Paschal Lamb. 

It has been argued that Christ ate the 
Paschal lamb with his disciples the night 
before the Crucifixion and He being a Jew 
would not have done this on the 18th; con- 
sequently he ate it on the 14th and was 
crucified on Friday the 15th. 

Dr. Shearer argues that there is a funda- 
mental error in this contention, arising 
from a false interpretation of the word 
Passover. It is used twenty-nine times in 
the New Testament and means the whole 
feast of the Passover, unless limited in 
the context by some such expression as 
“Kill the Passover.” The assumption that 
the Passover partaken of by Christ and 


his apostles the night before the Cruci- 
fixion was the paschal lamb, leads to the 
belief that the Crucifixion was on Friday, 
the 15th of Nisan, 

Dr. Shearer does not believe the word 
Passover here means the lamb. He asserts 
that it has this meaning only in two places

Proceeding, Dr. Shearer goes into the 
connection of astrology as practiced in pre- 
historic times and the Christian theory of 
Salvation. He argues that the calendar of 
Moses confirms his theory, and that the 
astronomical phenomena on the day of the 
crucifixion could have occurred on no day 
but Thursday, March 29, A. D. 31. In sup- 
port of this he has statements from a cele- 
brated astronomer to whom he wrote by 
advice of Prof. Pritchard of Washington 
University. 

The reason for what he contends fs an 
error as to the date of Christ's death, Dr. 
Shearer says is in the false exegesis and not 
because of a difference in the statements of 
John and the synoptics. 

After the paper Was read, comment on it 
was invited. 

Dr. Palmer and Dr. Ferguson were the 
only ministers present who discussed the 
matter. Dr. Palmer indorsed Dr. Shearer's 
position absolutely, because, he sajg, it 
was perfectly clear that three days and 
hree nights after Friday could not pos- 
. be Sunday, and there being no question 
that the resurrection was on Sunday, the 
crucifixion must necessarily have been on 
Thursday. 

Dr. Ferguson didn’t like the astronomical 
references, because he thought they were 
fanciful. 

Dr. Shearer clings to his astronomical 
theory and will elaborate it and show what 
he believés to be affinity of the inspired 
writers and the old astrologers, 


VESTIBULE LAW ARREST. 


Prosecuting Attorney Mulvihill Says 
He Is Preparing to Act. 


Circuit Attorney Eggers said the other 
day that he would prosecute the street rail- 
way companies’ officials who have failed 
to observe the vestibule law. 

Thomas E, Mulvihill, Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, says he will prosecute them, and what 
is more he is showing signs of activity in 
that direction. On Saturday he held a long 
consultation with his assisiant, Mr. John- 
son, on the subject. 

Monday Mr. Mulvihill said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter: 

“This afternoon I am going to draft a 
form of information to be used in issuing 
such warrants. It is a new law and no 
form of information has been made oui. 
We expect this week to issue several war- 
rants. We have not decided what companies 
we will begin with, but there will be sev- 
eral of them.”’ 

There is a question of authority as to 
whose duty it is to prosecute these cases, 
Mr. Mulvih‘l] says that as the law provides 
that the offense is a misdemeanor punish- 
able by fine, and as the Court of Criminal 
Correcticn was established to deal -with 
misdemeanors, it is clearly his guty to pro- 
ceed in the premises, and that Mr. Nggers 
is not in it at all. 

Mr, Eggers, on the other hand, insists 

that he will prosecute the street railway 
men. 
The penalty for violation of the law is 
a fine for each separate offense, half of 
which goes to the State’s Attorney, as the 
offense of runn‘ng cars without vestibules 
has been committed several hundred tames 
a day since the law went into effect, it 
would be possible for an energetic State's 
Attorney to make a fortune if he could. se- 
cure f“onvictions in each case.

The Britannia and a Schooner Taking 
on Boxes Which Are Supposed 
to Hold Ammunition, 


PENSACOLA, Fla., Dec. 20.—There is con- 
siderable activity on board the United States 
steamer Montgomery, owing to information 
having reached her commander to the ef-| 
fect that several suspected filibusterers were 
in the harbor. Consequently the cruiser 
started the fires and made preparations for 
getting under way at a moment's notice. 
The crew of the crulser worked in conjunc- 
tion with the revenue cutter Penrose.

SUIT FOR DAMAGES, 


SERIOUS CHARGES MADE BY JAS. 
DENNISON IN A PETITION 
ASKING FOR $10,000. 


SAYS BOND WAS REFUSED. 


The Reason, He Alleges, Was That the 
Police Magistrate Caters 
to Friends. 


James Dennison, through his attorney, 
Percival Adams, filed a $10,000 damage suit 
Monday against Judge Thomas H. Peabody 
of the First District Police Court. 

The petition bristles with sensational al- 
legations. 

Dennison was docketed in Judge Peabody's 
court, December 4, on the charge of dis- 
turbing the peace and destroying property. 
Lawyer Adams was retained to defend the 
accused. The case was continued to De- 
cember 13.

The court ordered a deposit for jury 
costs, it is claimed, and when it was not 
forthcoming, Dennison was sent to jail, 
although he offered bond, which he claims 
was good beyond doubt. The case was 
taken before Judge Zachritz on habeas cor- 
pus proceedings and Dennison secured his 
liberty. 

Dennison then sets forth tn his petition 
the following charge:

of an illegal combine for the purpose of 
conducting a business commonly known as 
“erafting.”’ 

The petition charges that Judge Peabody

EMPLOYMENT IN GREATER 
NEW YORK. 


REPUBLICANS. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—Of 297,850 workers 
in this city, the records show that 92,075 are 
out of work. 

Last year at this time 125,375 were idle. 

Ernest Boehm, Secretary of the Central 
Labor Union, estimates that fuly 100,000 
persons cre in enforced idleness now. This 
estimate is probably very near the truth, 
for if to the 92,000 shown to be idle be 
added the many clerks, bookkeepers, ac- 
countants, etc., who are seeking work, the 
total would suredy reach 100,000. Compari- 
son shows that so far as the nuenber of un- 
employed is concerned the situation is a 
marked improvement over that of a year 
ago. More men by thousands are at work. 
This is particularly true of men engaged in 
the building trades. Within several years 
there has not been so much building as now. 
In some instances walking delegates have 
been made to find a sufficient number of 
workmen for employers. 

The increase of employmnent has come for 


the most part to skilled labor. The only 
striking increase in unskilled labor has been 
in the ranks of laborers on streets and for 
contractors. 

The same story is told at labor bureaus. 
The most interesting comparison its in this 
line offered by the leutes of the Free La- 
bor Bureau of the association for improving 
the condition f the poor. The books show 
that in December this year 841 persons se- 
eured employment through this bureau 
while in December, 1896, but 263 places were 
secured. : 


RIGHT OF WAY DECISION 


Railway Property Can Be Condemned 
in Indiana, 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Dec. 20.—The re- 
fusal of the Indiana Supreme Court to grant 
a rehearing in the case that went up from 
a court here, in which the question of a 
city’s power to condemn railroad property 
for street purposes was ra‘sed, wll resuit 
at once in proceedings in several cities in 
the State to open streets through railroad 
property. It is the first decision by the 
court holding that under the law of the 
State the railroad company’s property may 
be condemned for this purpose, 

Until a few years ago the court had in- 
variably held that a city did not have the 
right to condemn property once dedicated 
to highway purposes, such as that of a 
railroad, but in a case carried up from Fort 
Wayne the court intimated that if the law 
had provided that in the proceeding by the 
City Council it stated that the land was 
to be converted into like use, then the city 
might have the right to condemn the prop- 
erty. At the next sess'on of the Legisla- 
ture the law was amended accordingly, and

TO RECLAIM. ARID REGIONS 


The Governor of Kansas Wants to 
Build a Canal. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Dec, 20.—Gov. Leedy an- 
nounces that he will present a scheme to 
the Nebraska irrigation convention wh'ch, 
if carried out, will cause the arid plains to 
blossom as the rose. 

1,700-mile canal from Montana to Texas 
is the startling proposition to be formally 
made by Gov. Leedy to the coming irriga- 
tion congress. The purpose of the canal 
would be to divert the flood of waters of 
the Missouri and Mississippi Valley, im- 
pound them, and let them down when 
wanted. The canal would tap the Missis- 
sippi River at Milk River, in Montana, and 
empty into the Red River in Texas.

TURMOIL IN CHILI. 


It Seems Impossible to Form a New 
Ministry. 


VALPARAISO, Chili, Dee. 20.—Pol'tics in 
Chili is sadly mixed. Since the resigna- 
tion of the Cabinet, which was due to the 
coalition of the Government Liberals, the 
Conservatives and the Balmacedists, there 
have been several attempts to form a new 
one, but all efforts in this d'rection have 


gone for naught. The coalition of the 
three parties was based on an agreement 
to give each party two members of the 
Cabinet. Senor Ismael Tocornal undertook 
to form a new ministry, and failed because 
of the Government’s compact with the 
Liberals to abide by the agreement, they 
being willing to give only one member of 
the Cabinet each to the -Balmacedists and 
Conservatives, Then Senor Pedro Montt 
undertook to form a ministry, but was per- 
sona non grata to certain political leaders; 
therefore, he failed. 

Senor Montt was bitterly attacked by the 
press, and President Errarzuris was criti- 
cised harshly by even his own organs for 
choosing him. Scheming against the in- 
terests of the country was charged, and 
the President was accused of betray'‘ng his 
party. The President has had several con- 
ferences with the leaders of the _ three 
parties, but so far as can be learned he has 
arrived at no decision as to whom he will 
select to form a ministry.

A STATEMENT FROM SULLY. 


The Big Fellow Writes a Letter About 
the Creedon and McCoy Fight.

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—John L. Sullivan 
writes the following statement concerning 
the McCoy-Creedon fight: 

“The American, McCoy, proved himself 
incomparably the best man. He had the 
advantage in reach, in height, in qu.ckness 
and in cleverness. He had every advantage 
except that of gameness. On the question 
of gameness the men broke even. No one 
could ask for better pluck than Creedon 
showed. A game man is &@ game man, 
wherever he is born, and although Creedon 
is not an American, I will give him credit. 

‘The wind-up blow was a good one, not 
in any sense a new blow or one out of the 
way. It was a sort of half upper-cut and 
half swing with the right. A pretty safe 
blow for the man who delivers it, for it 
ig less dangerous to the fighter’s arm than 
and aided by the upper-cut 
movement, it is apt to do quite enough 
damage on landing, although, of course, it 
cannot have all the power of a full swing. 

“I should say that there is not much

While extra pditions of the Post-Dispatch 
told of the degtruction by flames of the es- 
tablishment at) Broadway and Locus: street 
negotiations Were concluded for the pur- 
chase of the @ntire jewelry stock of Kurt- 
zeborn & Son.| To this is being added the 
most valuable! jeweiry of Mermod & Jac- 
card, which was not damaged because it 
was stored in the vault. 

This vault lis of steel, covered on all 
sides with three feet of bricks and masonry, 
It is one and ajhalf stories high, and is lined 
with cases, into which are placed each night 
the diamonds! and precious stones, the 
watches ond fine jewelry, sterling silver and 
other valuable articles not too bulky. 

The vault apparently stood the test of the 
flames. Some of the brick and stone work 
was knocked off by falling weights, but 
when &hief Swingley saw the outside of the 
vault Monday he said it was certain nothing 
in the imterior had ‘suffered.

During Monday, merchants, professional 
men, women, rivals in business and 
strangers called at the new quarters to 
congratulate the members of the firm on 
the enterprise shown. 


Early Monday morning representatives of 
& number of mercantile houses wa ted on 
the Mayor and asked him to ord the 
proper Officers to see that the debris of the 
Mermod & Jaccard building was promptly 
removed, 

The following firms were represented: A. 
J. Jordon, cutlery; Hanan & De Muth Shoe 
Co., Sonnenfeld Millinery Co., T, J. Reed 
Shoe Co., Ryan & Cannon, Dry Goods Co., 
Model Cloak Co., and Springer Cloak Co. 

The Mayor at once sent for Assistant 
Street Commissioner Wurzburger, and had 
him order 100 wagons and carts from his 
department to the wreck and to work on 
it day and night until the street was 
cleared. The Mayor vis.ted the place about 
9 o’clock to see that his orders were car- 
ried out, ; 

Shortly before noon Chief Swingley or- 
dered a truck to the ruins for the purpose 
of tearing down portions of the Locust 
street and Broadway walls, which he con- 
sidered unsafe. 

A ladder was raised against the Locust 
street side and a man sent up to the fourth 
story window with a line. This was made 
fast and the end _dropped on the inside of 
the building, where it was passed through 
to the far Broadway door and given into 
the hands of fifty stalwart firemen and 
street cleaners. 

All this time an immense crowd pushed 
and jostled to get near the trembling walls. 
Mayor Ziegenhein remained on the spot di- 
recting the police in their efforts to keep 
the curious out of danger. 

The first strain on the ropes sent a show- 
er of bricks and mogtar to the pavement 
at the feet of some venturesome onlookers 
who had escaped the vigilance of the offi- 
cers. 

Immediately there ‘was a stampede for 
safety, and several women with Christmas 
packages in their arms, were roughly han- 
dled in the crush. Finally a line of blue- 
coats was fixed, beyond which no pedes- 
trian was alowed to pass. 

The first attempt tb pull in the Locust 
street wall resulted in a broken rope. A 
new line was secured and danger from that 
source was removed. * 

The insurance on the building and stock 
was placed by Mr. D. C. Jaccard, the vice- 
president. His policies are in the vault, and 
until he can get to them he can give no ac- 
count of the way .the insurance. is placed, 
or the amounts carried by the various 
arenc.es. 

He says the total insurance on the stock 
and building is about $400,000, of which $105, - 
00) is on the building, and $295,000 on the 
stock. It was the firm’s custom to carry 
50 per cent insurance on the goods kept in 
the vault and 80 per cent of the value on 
those goods left outside. 

The contents of the vault are estimated 
at $250,000, half of the valuation of the en- 
tire stock, as estimated by Mr. Jaccard. 

On the insurance every agency in town 
has a loss. With a firm having such a 
trade from such varied quarters it was 
the policy of the house to help everyone 
along. so the insurancé was equitably dis- 
tributed among the local agents. 

A. Whipple, the insurance protective 
agent, has been visiting his customers to 
ascertain the lines they carried upon the 
risk. He was unable, up to noon Monday, 
to locate more than $248,000 of insurance, 
‘Phe heaviest lines were carried by Harry 
King, a brother of Goodman King, Martin 
Collins and Delafield & Snow. No agency 
carried more than $20,000 on .the combined 
risk. % 


The loss on stock will be about $250,000, 
fully covered by insurance. The build'ng 
wWas owned by the Kennett estate, and 
originally cost $150,000. It was insured for 
$105,000, 

There were forty-two tenants, and their 
loss is estimated at $30,000, partially covered 
by insurance 

In the Springer Cloak Co.’s store, 409 
Broadway, north of and adjoining the Mer- 
mod & Jaccard building, was a stock of 
cloaks, ladies’ jackets, capes, furs, etc., 
valued at $35,000. This firm was insured for 
$30,000, but the damage from fire, smoke and 
water will not exceed $6,000. Boehl & Koen- 
‘ng, photographers, on the fifth floor of this 
building, suffered a loss of $2,000. 

At the time the fire was discovered there 
were few people on the streets, and no con- 
flagration in St. Louis was ever witnessed 
by a smaller crowd at the start. Ropes were 
stretched, but they were not needed. It 
was aicold, raw morning, and those who 
— out of their beds soon had enough 
oO t. 

The heat cracked the plate glass windows 
in the store of Scruggs, Vandervoort & 
Barney, across Locust streét, and broke a 
big plate glass window in the Mercantile 
Library on the top floor. This was the only 
damage done to that building, 


In the Post-Dispatch extra on Sunday 
the cl@ak establishment at 409 Broadway 
was referred to as the Model] Cloak Co. It 
was the Springer Cloak Co, and carried a 
stock Valued ‘at $35,000, consisting exclusively 
of ladi@s cloaks, capes, jackets, suits, skirts, 
furs and silk waists. The stock wag fully 
insured.

COME WITH EMOTION DURING 
INQUEST ON HER HUSBAND. 


CONFLICTING STORIES TOLD.

Strong Evidence to Show That Frank 
Watrous Used a Knife in 
Self Defense. 


Mrs. Mary Morley, widow of Clifford C. 
Morley, who was stabbed to death Sunday 
morning by Frank Watrous in his own yard 
at 6127 Bartmer avenue, created a scene in 
the Coroner’s office Monday morning dur- 
ing the inquest. For a few minutes after 
the opening of the inquiry Mrs. Morley’s 
grief over the tragic death of her husband 
was uncontrollable, and she became hys- 
terical. 

It required the efforts of friends who ac- 
companied her to calm her sufficiently to 
alow the inquest to proceed. When she was 
called to the witness chair to give her 
testimony her feelings again overcame her 
as she related the incidents immediately 


prior to the fatal quarrel, and she gave way 
to a passionate fit of weeping and quivered 
and shook with the intensity of her emo- 
tion. 

As the young and pretty widow told, in 
wailing tones, of the last time she saw her 
husband alive, as he went out of the 
kitchen door after Watrous, Arnold and 
Cook, her grief overcame her completely, 
and ‘with a sob she sank back into the chair 
exhausted. 

The Coroner, jurors and spectators were 
deeply moved by the evidences of grief, and 
there were traces of moisture in neariy 
every eye in the room when she was led to 
a seat. 

The evidence elicited at the inquest 
showed that Watrous acted in self defense 
when he used the knife on Morley and Al- 
bert Arnold. Watrous had been invited to 
attend a party at Morley’s house, 6127A 
Bartmer avenue, last night. 

He sat in the kitchen with Mrs. Brown, 
Lottie Walsh, Frank Leidel and Miss Mary 
Leidel most of the time until midnight. 
‘Albert Arnold, one of the guests, walked 
into the kitchen about midnight and asked 
Watrous why he did not go into the parlor 
and help entertain the guests. Watrous re- 
plied that he was enjoying himself much 
better out there, as he was a stranger to 
most of the guests. 

Arnold began to quarrel with him and was 
about to assault him when Watrous told 
him not to raise a disturbance in the 
house, but to go down stairs if he wanted 
to fight. Arnold assented and the two 
Started down &tairs. Theodore Cook, Ar- 
nold’s, brother-in-law, follegwed them. Mrs. 
Morley, fearing trouble, cried out that 
there was going to be a fight, and her 
husband also went down stairs, ostensibly 
to act as peacemaker. 

What followed when the _  quartette 
reached the back yard is told conflictingly 
by the interested parties. Watrous says 
the three men assaulted him, knocked him 
down and were beating him when he drew 
his knife and used it for self-protection. 

Cook denied that he took any part in 
the fight, and said he was on the stairway 
going down when the fight occurred. He 
claimed not to have any knowledge of the 
causes leading up to the quarrel, 

Several guests who were present at the 
inquest corroborated Watrous’ statement 
of the difficulty, Watrous was represented 
at the inquest by Attorneys William Fitz- 
gerald and Benjamin Clark. 

The inquest Was continued until Tuesday, 
owing to the absence of several witnesses, 
Farnk Leidel, held as accessory to the crime, 
was ordered released by the Coroner

FIGHTING DISEASE BRAVELY 
THREE YEARS. 


HE GREW UP IN THE BUSINESS. 


Was With His Father as a Manufac- 
turer, Then Became a Prince 
Among Retailers. 


Howard Brolaski, manager and part own- 
er of the J. G. Brandt Shoe Company's 
mercantile house, died at 2 o’clock Monday 
morning at his home, 4377 Delmar boule- 
vard. 

Mr. Brolaski was a pioneer, with his 
father, in the manufacturing shoe busi- 
ness in this city, and at an early age he 
had an interest in the father’s big factory 
at Broadway and Market street.

Yet there must 
be many thousand survivors who were not 
disabled and are not drawing pensions. 

These statemen's are the basis of a one 
and one-half page expose of alleged pension 
frauds printed in a morning paper, It re- 
lies on the census of 1890 and pension office 
figures. Here are some of the facts alleged:

CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—Interest in the big 
December wheat deal was greatly in- 
creased to-day by the arrival from Wash- 
ington of Levi Z. Leiter, the millionaire 
ex-merchant of Chicago, and the substan- 


tial admission by him that his millions 
were at his son’s command in his struggle 
with other interests. ‘“‘My son has plenty 
of money to Ray for what he has pur- 
chased,” sal r. Leiter, Sr. “About his 
wheat operations he hae informed me fully. 

have been @ merchant the greater part 
of ny life and am much pleased that my 
gon has broadened out into a first-class 
merchant. Wheat is a first-class commod- 
ity of universal use. The quality of wheat 
which he has purchased is of the highest 
and I am sure will be in demand at a 
higher price than he has paid for it. I am 
well pleased with the situation.” 

George B. French, who, it is said, has 
engineered the tremenious deal in December 
for the Leiter clique,stateed to-day that the 
bull combination will have at least 6,000,000 

ushels of wheat to take care of. The tac- 

ics of Armour in rushing millions of bush- 

els to the Chicago market, he said, have 
caused the Leiter followin te change some 
of their plans very materially. 

“The impression that we are going out of 
the market as £00n as we conclude this 
month’s trading is hardly true,’’ he con- 
tinued. ‘“‘We propose to remain in the field. 
I am not prepared to say we will ship all 
our wheat abroad, but we will sell it the 
best we can.”’ 

There was another big increase in the 
amount of contract wheat in store here to- 
day, over 500,000 bushels being added to the 
stocks. Friday and Saturday nearly 2,500,- 
000 bushels were delivered here, all of 
which was taken by the Leiter people. At 
least 3,000,000 bushels more are expected to 
arrive and in the liquidation of this i# ex- 

ected to come the final test of strength 

or Leiter. 

The 600,000 bushels delivered to-day had 
not the sl ghtest weakening effect on De- 
cember. On the contrary it sold as high as 
$1.02 shortly after the opening. It subse- 
quently reacted to 99%ec, %ec above where it 
closed Saturday.

The patron consults his appetite and his 
pocket-book and buys a ticket for one, two, 
three or as Many more cents as he wishes 
to spend. Then he passes through a gate 
into the large dining room and gives his

The meat. bread, soup, hash, etc., are 
all fresh, wholesome and well-cooked, and 
the kitchen is kept scrupulously clean, 

Mustard, ketchup, vinegar, salt and pep- 
per are on the tables. 

The patrons were not “hoboes.” They 
were all respectable-looking, workingmen 
in hard luck. out of work or earn'ng only 
a pittance. Many of them wore fairly good 
clothes. Most of them invested at least 2 
cents, some choosing soup and bread, hash.

Last year the association served 24,000 
meals, and including the wages of the help, 
the deficit was only $150. It is not the aim 
to make the restaurant a paying enter- 
prise. The aim is to serve good, wholesome 
food at about actual cost and enable the 
poor to live cheaply while preserving their 
manhood by taking them out of the ranks 
of beggars or objects of charity.

One Killed, Two Injured by a Terminal

one selected by the burglars. Miss Meyers’ 
guests are mostly clerks in the big whole- 
sale houses and railroad employes. Friday 
evening two young women came up from 
Tennessee and were given the second-story 
front room. 

Save for rousing the entire household and 
sending these two women into hysterics, the 


intruders’ efforts ceunted for naught. 

James Loughlin was returning home at, 
4o’clock. As he went up the front steps, two 
well-dressed men, wearing overcoats that 
were open, so watch chains dangling from, 
the vest could be seen, stepped out of the; 
front door. 

“Ah, good morning, sir,’’ was the polite 
greeting of the first man. 

‘‘Good morning,’: Loughlin gruffly fre- 
sponded, and was about to pass in. 

‘Beg pardon, sir,’’ continued the first. 
man, ‘“‘but we were aitending to a sick 
friend. He’s pretty badly shaken up, sir. 
You had better go inside,’’ and the two men 
laughed. 

Loughlin did as suggested and found the 
house in a turmoil. Scantily-clad figures 
were rushing through the corridors, yeiling, 
“Thieves! Robbers,’”’ while above all couid 
be heard shr.ll pipings for the police.

KENRICK SEMINARY’S NEED. 


Next Sunday All St. Louis Catholics 
Will Be Asked to Contribute. 


The annual collection for the benefit of the 
Kenrick Seminary will be taken up in all 
of the Catholic churches of St. Louis mext 
Sunday. 

The report of the President, Father C. P. 
Nugent, shows that the institution has not 
received the financial support it deserves. 
The operating expenses amount to $10,000 a 
year, ani not more than three-fourths 


of this sum was collected in 1896, which 
leaves a deficit of several thousand dollars. 

Over fifty-seven young men are studying 
for the priesthood at the seminary. Tuition 
is free where the student cannot afford to 
pay. Father Nugent relies on the generosity 
of the Caiholic public to wipe out the ex- 
isting ‘debt and to sufficiently provide for 
the institution’s future maintenance, 

The Kenrick Seminary is conducted under 
the auspices of the Lazarists, one of the 
oledst Catholic orders in the world, and with 
houses throughout America and Europe. 
The property which they occupy at Nine- 
teenth street and Cass avenue was donated 
to them by the late Archbishop Kenrick. 
Previous to that time the seminary was lo- 
cated near Cape Girardeau, Mo. Until re- 
cently students from abroad were received, 
but Archbishop Kain made a ruling where- 
by none but American-born young men re- 
siding in the diocese can enter the institu- 
tion,

AT THE PLAYHOUSES 


Wilton Lackaye began his engagement at 
the Century Theater last night in his new 
play, “The Royal Secret.” It is a comedy- 
drama, accredited to F. D. Reinau and W. 
T. Price. The-subject is an intrigue in the 
Court of Louis XIV. The authors probably 
read Dumas’ “Bragelonne” and “La Val- 
liere” and saw “The First Gentlemen of 
Europe” and “Under the Red Robe,” then 
ate Welsh rare-bits and had spells of un- 
conscious cerebration. The play is remind- 
' ful of all these works and others. The only 
‘novelty is that the hero is an actor. But 
(it is interesting. Too much praise cannot 
| be given the production. The costumes are 
‘rich and historically accurate, the scenery 
is artistic and the groupings are more ef- 
fective than have been seen in any of the 
' geveral handsomely mounted costume plays 
| presented here this season. The story is 
about a passion conceived by Louis XIV, 
‘for Armande Beaupre, an actress in the 
company of Jean. Mondory. The actor- 
|/ manager loves the actress himself and de- 
_termines to save her from the royal favor. 
Such a determination is not as historically 
accurate as the costumes, to be sure, but 
Mondory is a player man of advanced ideas 
and does not agree with the seventeenth 
century theory that the Kjng’s touch can- 
not stain. He discovers a plot to substitute 
Louis’ twin brother for him and uses this 
as the subject of a play which he presents 
in the King’s presence. In it he exposes the 
villain, Francois de Harley, and Louis is so 
grateful he abandons his design on Armande 
Beaupre. The King’s twin brother is in- 
troduced and the audience sees the iron 
mask fitted on him—by the same token the 
mask isn’t iron but an oxidized copper 
| casque which looks like a diver’s helmet, 
' During the action of the play Mr. Lackaye 
reads selections from Hamlet. The way 
| he did it set a good many persons in the 
audience to thinking that the new star 
might do worse than go in for Shakspearean 
roles exclusively. His reading is delightful. 
His voice is mellow and resonant and his 
interpretation is excellent. If you have only 
seen Mr. Lackaye as Svengali you cannot 
have formed an adequate estimate of his 
ability. He may or may not make money 
with ““The Royal Secret,” but every person 
who sees him in it will be at pains to at- 
tend any performance he may give of any 
other play. The supporting company is 
good, in spots, the best spots being of the 
masculine variety, Alexander Kearney as 
the King and the Iron Mask and Henry
